Atlanta stands an excellent chance 
of landing the largest compress 
manufacturing concern in the south 
and one of the largest in the country. 

The Farmers’ Gin Compress and 
Cotton Company, of which Harvey 
Jordan, of this city, is president, held 
a meeting of its stockholders yester- 
day and at this meeting it was de- 
cided to increase the capital stock of 
the company from $1,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000. 

Will Erett Immense Plant. 

The money raised from the saie of 
this additional stock, it is planned, 
will go to extending the operations 
of the company and the first move- 
ment in this direction will be the 
erection of an immense plant, where 
the compresses sold by the company 
will be manufactured.

PREMIER TENDERS RESIGNATION 
BUT IT’S REFUSED BY THRONE 
Pekin, December 28.—The assembly 
in the palace today to discuss affairs 
connected with a settlement of the 
revolution was productive Of at least 
one dramatic incident. The dowager 
empress, Premier Yuan Shi Kai and 
the princes of the imperial clan were 
present, and the debate waxed so warm 
that finally Yuan Shi Kai arose and 


offered his resignation. This, however,: 
; 


was refused. ‘ 

Premier Yuan explained to the 
princes that he could continue the gov- 
ernment and retain the country north 
of the Yang Tse only by having funds 
placed at his disposal. He asked the 
princes to empower hib to obtain money. 
He explained that $10,000,000 would 
meet the payments for the soldiers for 
five months, after which the south 
would become disunited and province 
after province would return to their 
allegiance to the throne. 

But the princes were unmoved. They 
pleaded lack of money, although most 
of them are very wealthy. None has 


given any substantial amount to aid ~ 


the government, with the exception of 
Prince Ching, who* has handed over 
more than $100,000 for that purpose.

It is said tonight that Yuan Shi Kai 
intends to make another attempt to 
obtain a loan of $10,000,000 from the 
“four-nation”’ group, of which three of 
the countries signified their willing- 
ness to furnish a loan three weeks 
ago, England declining to participate. 
The premier says that he will not use 
the money for a campaign of aggres- 
sion, Dut will leave the republican 
provinces to consummate their own de- 
struction, only defending the north 
bank of the’ Yang Tse when attacked. 
He agserts that the rebels have small 
resources, and tHat their troops already 
are engaged in plundering. 

Yuan Shi Kai's appearance has 
changed greatly since his arrival in 
Pekin. He has aged materially, and 

showed the effects of the continued 
' strain. He says that he does not un- 
derstand the republican form of gov- 
ernment, and would not*associate him- 
self with it. 
Throne Agrees toe Conference. 

The throne has agreed to Premier. Yuan 
Shi Kai's suggestion to refer the ques- 
tion of the future government of China 
to a national conference and to abide 
by its decision, whatever it may be. 

The dowager empress, Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai and the Manchu princes of the 
imperial clan debated throughout the 
entire morning the scheme for calling 
together a convention of delegates 
from all parts of the empire to decide 
on the form of government. 

Those among the Manchu princes 
present who were in favor of the ac- 
ceptance of the proposition finally pre- 
valled and the decision was reached 
to leave the settlement of tine future 
form of government in the hands of 
the delegates selected by the nation. 

The act of the throne leaves no room 
for doubt that the advisers of the re- 
gent and the emperor are prepared for 
abdication should that course prove to 
be the only way of settlement. 

Edict for Conference. 

The decision taken by the meeting 
of the imperial clan and Premier Yuan 
Shi Kai to submit the question of the 
future government of China to a na- 
tional convention was followed quickly 
by an imperial edict in the following 
terms: 

“Dr. Wu Ting Fang, 
revolutionary delegates to the peace 
conference at Shanghai, and others 
contend that the people of China de- 
sire a republic. This question neither 
the government nor a section of the 
people are able to decide. Therefore, 
@ national conference is necessary. The 
princes and members of the imperial 
clan agree to let the cabinet inform 
the revolutionaries and then frame 
regulations for a conference and ar- 
range for an extension of the armi- 
tice. 

, “Fhe empress dowager sanctions the 
calling together of ua conference, as 
she is desirous to avoid bloodshed and 
to bring happiness to the people of 
China, according to the wishes of the 
majority.”’ 
REBELS WILL NOT ACCEPT 

EDICT ISSUED BY THRONE 

Shanghai, December 28.—Ah impe- 

rial edict will not be accepted by the 
revolutionaries, except in the most lib- 
eral form under which a republic tan 
be established without delay, or unless 
it provides for the recognition of the 
provisional government, of which Dr. 
Sun Yat Sen will be elected president 
tomorrow at the regular convention 
of the Nanking conference at whicii 
é¢ighteen delegates appointed by the 
governors of the provinces or by the 
provincial assemblies will act in be- 
half of China proper. 
a The, revolutionary leaders here laugh 
at the apparent struggle of Yuan Shi 
Kai, the imperial premier, to tempor- 
izé with the situation, which, they de- 
clare, has completely passed out of 
his .control.

This Advance in Education Pre- 
dicted at the Convention of 
American Scientists—Regu- 
lar Course in Aerial Engin- 
eering Part of Curriculum. 


Washington, December 28.—Courses 
of aeronautics soon will be established 
in American universities to fit young 
men for, the profession of flying and 
airship building. This advance in edu- 
cation was predicted today by Profes- 
sor A. Lawrence Roach, of Blue Hill 
meteorological observatory, Boston, in 
an address before the American Ass0o- 
ciation for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence. 

“It appears likély that the demand 
for collegiate instruction of young men 
wishing to enter aerial engineering 4s 
a profession will soon require the és- 
tablishment of regular courses of 
study,” said Professor Roach. “The in- 
stallation of suitable laboratories pro- 
vided with powerful blowers to connect 
with wind tunnels, or of whirling 
tables,inalar‘se closed spaceig essen- 
tial Aerial engineering .can best be 
taught in institutions that now pos- 
sess departments of mechanical engi- 
neering and naval architecture,” 

Professor Reach said the United 
States was far behind European coun- 
tries in establishing laboratories for 
the study of aeronautics. 

Te Protect the Laborer. 

Effective legislation to protect the 
person and rights of the American la- 
borer was the subject of discussion in 
the opening meeting of the American 
Association for Labor Legislation. 
Professor Henry Seager, of Columbia 
university, who presided at the meet- 
ing, urgcd the establishment of a fed- 
eral commission on industrial diseases 
for which legislation now is pending 
in congress. 

‘Not more than 15 per cent of the 
men injured in work accidents were 
able to obtain compensation der the 
so-called common law,” said John H. 
Wallace, a membef of the industrial 
commission of the state of Washing- 
ton. Mr. Walla&te characterized tie 
nation as a “bad employer,” and hie 
view was indorsed by I. M. Rubinow, 
a former expert of the national bureau 
of labor, who said private corporations 
gave employees much more consider- 
ation and eare than does the govern- 
ment. 

“There must be immediate legisla- 
tion if the United States government 
is not wildng to remain among the 
worst of employers,” he said.

San Francisco, December 28.—Stu- 
dents of Fong Yuen college at Canton, 
1,000 in number, have formed a fight- 
ing corps and are preparing to move 
to Shanghai to join the revolutionists, 
according to a dispatch received here 
today by The Chinese Free Press. 

The boys call themselves the “Will- 
ing to Die” regiment. 

Another dispatch, dated Shanghai, 
stated that the revolutionary leaders 
are preparing to go ahead with the re- 
public plans, regardless of the national 
eonference that Premier Yuan pro- 
poses. 

Starvation faces the imperial troops 
at Hane Yang and Hankow, it was 
stated in a dispatch received by The 
Chung Sai Yat Po. A proposal was said 
to have been made to the British con- 
sul that the imperial troops be allowed 
to evacuate, yielding the places to the 
rebels. They insisted, however, on tak- 
ing their arms with them, and the mat- 
ter was referred to Pekin.

gol Buddhists, was proclaimed khan 
today. According to the Lama doc- 
trine, this dignitary—the Kutuktu—is 
the terrestrial impersonation of the 
Godhead and neves dies, but passes, 
after his apparent decease, into the 
body of some newly-born boy, who is 
sought for afterwards according to 
the prophetic indications of the Delal 
Lama in Thibet. The independence 
movement is largely religious. The 
dissatisfaction of the Mongolian people 
has been long standing, the Russians 
gay, owing to Chinese incapacity and 
corruption. The Chinese governors al- 
ways have plundered the Mongols and 
enriched themselves, while at the same 
time carrying on an unjust adminis- 
tration. 

Aggravating the Russians, 

For several years past the Chinese 
have been aggravating Russia and 
have been treating her contumacious- 
ly since the Japanese defeated her. 
China even began to organize modern 
troops and to take other military 
measures along the Russian frontiers. 
Russia has often protested against 
this, and the Chinese foreign board 
has verbally agreed to the Russlaa 
demand, but has never fulfilled its 
promises. As late as October the for- 
eign board's written reply evaded Rus. 
sia’s demands. 


| The Russian legation has contended 
that the Chinese préparations necessi- 
tated the maintenance by Russia of 
large and expensive military forces on 
the Mongolian borders. 

Furthermore, outer Mongolia is ad- 
jacent to Russian territory and :ts in- 
terests are more closely related to 
Russia than China, the latter being 
across the Gobi desert. 

Britain and Japan Watching. 

The attaches of Japan and Great 
Britain’ mayg be expected. to watch 
events closely, but there will be no 
cause for alarm until Russian troops 
crogs the Gobi desert. The construc- 
tion later of the Baikal-Kalgan rail- 
way might necessitate the employment 
of Russian troops for protection, as 
was the case along the trans-Siberian 
in Manchuria, but that is a considera- 
tion for the future. The present step 
is apparently only a diplomatic one 
in the Russian program of expansion, 
which ‘did not terminate with the 
treaty of Portsmouth. 

Although the Russians declare their

a buffer state, the attitude of the Mon- 
goOlian princes who assembled in Pekin 
today depends entirely on  circum- 
stances. As they are not able to de- 
fend themselves they. probably will 


accept terms from the Pekin govern- 
ment, whether monarchical or repub- 
lican.

ETERNAL TRIANGLE PROBLEM

There are many reasons for the as- 
sertion that “The Havoc,” which was 
presented at the Atlanta theater last 
night by Henry Miller, is a remarkable 
play. So many and so various are 
these reasons that at first blush one is 
rather at a loss to place one’s finger 
on the most important. If we were 
asked an opinion as to the one thing 
which causes “The Havoc” to stand 
out in. such bold relief from plays 
dealing with the eternal triangle, we 
should say that it presents that rare 
anomaly of a problem piay which does 
not harrow one’s feeling to no pur- 
pose and in which a problem is pre- 
sented and solved. 

As a general proposition we are 
given the naked problem in all its 
hideousness. The faithlessness of the 
wife is pictured. The perfidy of her 
seducer is painted. The unhappiness 
of the husband is dwelt upon, and in 
the end nothing more novel than @ 
suicide or a murder, in extenuation of 
which the murderer will appeal to the 
unwritten law, is done. These crude 
acts have solved no problem. They 
have merely stilled the hearts of the 
actors in the world’s oldest tragedy. 

How different is “The Havoc,” It 
states the problem of the faithless 
wife and the trusted frieng in the few- 
est words possible, sans. mock heroics 
or maudlin tears, There is no mur- 
der: no suicide. The husband does not 
rush into print to air his grievances 
or to explain his own virtues. His eyes 
are suddenly opened. The heart of his 
friend is laid bare tn all its cowardice 
and @ishonesty. 
weakling that he fs. “He knows that no 
greater punishment can come to these 
two than that they shall be compelled 
to live together. He foresees the hell 
on earth it will be, But he does not 
gloat over it. Therefore, he stipulates 
that they shall marry after the wife 
has divorced him. And then, in a spir- 
it which at first appears to be the re- 
finement of cruelty, he- demands that 
the lover of his wife shall allow him 
to remain as a boarder in their house 
which had formerly been his; in a 
world, that he, Craig, and Hessert 
shall exchange the places they had 
formerly occupied. 

Novel idea, you say? Assuredly. But 
what could be more natural when one 
comes to think of it? He has his re- 
venge every hour of the day. He sees 
the gradual slipping away of the spe- 
cious love of the man and woman who 
have wronged him. He puts to the 
test the cheap philosophy of the man— 
the philosophy of self. And he sees 
this philosophy fall miserably to the 
ground as it inevitably will. But there 
is another reason for this desire to 
be near the woman he had loved, ' He 
has read her lover like am open book, 
He knows she will need him in the 
end. For is he not a MAN? 

And need him she does. Craig and 
Hessert' are employed in the same 
railroad office. Craig occupies a su- 
périor position. Hessert gives way to 
drink and cards; jealousy of the very 
man whose wife he has wed gnaws at 
his very soul, and to round out the 
he is caught stealing funds 
from the company. The wife implores 
Craig not to prosecute him. At first 
he turns a deaf ear, but when she 
pleads for the sake of her two-year-old 
child—Hessert’s child—he relents and 
she resumes her orig:.al position as 
Craig’s stenographer. 

The play is one of repression. The 
plot is unfolded naturally 4nd without 
sharp climaxes, and yet one is kept 
keyed up to the keenest pitch of inter- 
est. The portrayal of Craig, the hus- 
band. by Mr. Miller, is wonderful. You 
see the rather awkward, trusting, ab- 
sent-minded business man develop into 
the truly herofc figure he is. And it 
is all done by suggestion. Mr. Miller 
has done nothing finer. In the oppo- 
site direction, the disintegration of 
character, or rather the revealing of 
real self as portrayed by Francis 
Byrne, who enacted the part of Hes- 
sert. was almost equally as good. 


/ Laura Hope Crews, as the wife, was 
compelling in an exacting role. 

These three characters carry the en- 
tire action of the play. The fourth 
is little more than a lay figure. Other 
characters would prove superfluous, sv 
compactly is the play written, and the 
lines are at times dazzling with epi- 
grams, with here and there flashes of 
humor which dispel the suggestion of 
impending gloom. 

Taken all in all “The Havoc” is a 
compelling production. Even those who 
do not care for problem plays will find 
in it a note of interest which will ap- 
peal to them. No finer, more absorb- 
ingly interesting production has been 
seen in Atlanta this year.

‘Chicago, December 28.—Objections 
by counsel for the defense to evidence 
which the government seeks to intro- 
duce regarding the operations of the 
Kenwood Company and the Aetna 
Trading Company’ halted the packers’ 
trial today, and caused Judge Carpen- 
ter to excuse the jury, pending the 
hearing of legal .erguments. 

The government contends that the 
Kenwood Comp , which was organa- 
ized by the packers in 1900, and con- 
tinued in business until 1905, was one 
of the alleged podls used to market 
the’ packers’ by-products. It is al- 
leged that thé Kenwood Company 
dealt in oleo, and the Aetna Trading 
Company in the same period dealt in 
casings. 

The government expects to show 
that the Kenwood Company’s profits 
were $4,000,000 in one year, despite 
the fact that it was incorporated with 
a Capital stock of only $14,000. The 
profits of the Aetna Trading Company 
also are alleged to have been propor- 
tionately large by counsel for the 
government. 

By making an inadequate allowance 
for these by-products in figuring the 
test cost of the animals slaughtered, 
the packers were enabled to keep the 
profits of the parent concerns within 
reasonable limits, according to gov- 
ernment counsel. 

When the Objection Came. 

The objection to this line of testi- 
mony came when Albert H. Veeder 
wags questioned in régard to the bus!- 
ness transacted by these subsidiary 
companies. 

“We have a right to know what the 
government intends to prove by going 
into the business of those companies 
and what relation it has to this com- 
pany, Said Attorney Levy Mayer, 
counsel for the defense. “The en- 
wood Company dealt in oleo, and the 
Aetna Trading Company in casings, 
and we cannot understand what rela- 
tion this has to the allegations made 
in the indictment that there was a 
combination to control the price of 
fresh meat and the price paid in the 
purchase of cattle. For this reason we 
contend that this testimony in itncom- 
petent and ask to have it excluded.” 

‘Standing alone, I do not see the 
relevancy of this testimony, but it 
may lead to something connected with 
the acts charged in the indictment,” 
said Judge Carpenter. “I think the 
government should at this time state 
what it expects to prove.” 


What Government Will Show. 


the government expected to show that 
the packers made an inadequate allow- 
ance for by-products in figuring the 
test cost of animals slaughtered which 
had a direct bearing on the workings 
of the alleged combination. 

“We expect to develop n the triai 
that these companies are an important 
part of the pool or pools by which the 
packers between ‘1900 and 1905 fixed 
the price of fresh meat, and the fig- 
ures to be paid for cattle,” said Attor- 
ney Butler. “They were. used to mar- 
ket by-products at a higher price than 
they could be sold direct by the parent 
concerns. 

The argument of counsel on these 
points will be continued when court 
reconvenes tomorrow morning. 

Jacob H. Schiff, manager for Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., of New York, has been 
subpoenaed as a witness for teh gov- 
ernment, and will be called next week. 

National Packing Company. 


Veeder today gave the details of the 
organization of the National Packing 
Company, which was formed March 18, 
1903, and which the government con- 
tends was the instrument used by the 
indicted packers to fix the price of 
meat. 

The witness said that this corpora- 
tion, which was capitalized at $15,000,- 
000, was formed by the merging of 
thirteen companies and their subsidia- 
ries, and that the properties were paid 
for in stock of the National Packing 
Company. ; 

Veeder said these companies were 
all purchased by Armour, Swift and 
Morris before Michael Cudahy was 
taken into the combination. He said 
all who sold their plants agreed not. 
to engage in the packing business for 
fifteen years. . 

“Have you any more contracts or 
agreements used in the organization 
of the National Packing Company?” 
asked Special Government Counsed 
Pierce Butler.

future maps. . 

. Apparent now there is only Russia’s protectorate of Mongolia, 
nearly as large as China itself, of Chinese Turkestan and evidently, 
too, of Jungaria which lies between them, though it has not yet 
been mentioned in the dispatches. And Russian suzerainty means, 
too evidently, Russian annexation in time. A remarkable feature 
of it is that Russia is about to lay hold upon some 2,000,000 square 
miles of Asiatic territory without apparent protest on the part of 
the powers. Possibly, long aware of Russia’s intention, they have 
acquiesced, figuring upon seizures of their own in which they want 
no Russian interference. 

What more natural than that England should reach out and 
take Tibet, immediately to the north of India, thereby meeting 
Russia upon the Turkestan frontier? Certainly Great Britain will 
not permit that portion of the Chinese empire to go to Russia, since 
it would bring the “Bear” to India’s very doors. Already England 
has made numerous explorations into Tibet, has acquired extensive 
knowledge of the country and is doubtless even now prepared to 
seize it, should the occasion present itself. In the partition process 
Tibet naturally goes to England; and when it is taken from China, 
there is no other that can lay claim to it. 

Manchuria, to the northeast, is already under the nominal pro- 
tection of Japan as a result of the recent war with Russia. Russian 
interests in Manchuria are exteysive and valuable, and Russia wil 
probably seek at no distant day to wrest it from her recently vic- 
torious foe. In any event the control of Manchuria will always lie 
between Russia and Japan, depending, perhaps, upon the relative 
strength of the two countries. 

This leaves only China proper, which, in upsetting the traditions 
oi centuries and transforming itself at a single bound from absolute 
monarchy to possibly liberal republic, has hoisted the signal to the 
land grabbers, and gone into the business of quick destiny making. 

With the vast northern and western areas of the Chinese empire 
thus partitioned between two or three of the powers, and with 
Germany, France and possibly others clamoring for a share in the 
distribution, China’s future becomes a precarious one, involving not 
unlikely one or more European wars before it is definitely settled. 
There is no nation more jealous of her trade interests than Germany. 
She has long been hunting a pretext for a scrap with England; 
it may be that China will yet furnish it. 

So, with the transformation of China and the beginning of the 
partition of its territory, there is already prospect of at least two 
wars, while others are easily possible of development. 

Russian greed will not stop with what that country has acquired 
or is about to acquire. Already there is talk of building a branch 
of the Siberian railroad through Mongolia direct to Pekin, thereby 
shortening the time to the Pacific coast by something like a couple 
of days—a commendable project from many standpoints, but one 
which, as a subject of possible international complications, it is 


‘interesting to speculate upon. 


It is a splendid battle that has begun in the east for a great 
prize—at the present stage a diplomatic one, but that it can be

Berlin, December 28.—Over 05 deaths 
from ptomaine poisoning have occurred 
Since the night of December 26 at the 
Municipal Shelter for the Homeless. 

Another fifteen of the destitute male 
inmates died during last night and this 
forenoon, while sixty or seventy oth- 
ers are seriously ill at various hos- 
pitals in the city. New cases are being 
rushed to the hospitals at such a rate 
that statistics cannot keep up with 
them. 

Doubts are now expressea as ‘to 
whether the deaths were due, as at 
first believed, to the eating of decayed 
smoked herring, which the homeless 
people had brought with them to the 
shelter to eke out the scanty diet pro- 
vided there.

The man who buys a few grains of morphine or cocaine must 
first present a physician’s prescription. The purchaser of a poisonous 
drug must register with the vendor his name and address. The 
chief harm that these may do is to themselves; when the pistol 
“toter’ gets busy, he maims or kills others. 

Eliminating the man-who keeps a weapon in his home solely 
as a precaution against unlawful intrusion, purchasers of pistols 
may be comprised in two classes—the man who means to make 
trouble, and the man who anticipates trouble of some sort and 
prepares himself to meet it. If the former, the police should nab 
him, and if the latter, he is entitled to police protection. 

Requirement of registration of all sales would necessitate also 
procurement of license, for it would open the pistol traffic to police 
surveillance, and few, if any, would be found who, under such 
circumstances, would dare violate both the license law and that 
against concealed weapons. Curbing of the pistol habit would then

GRAND JURY AFTER 


PISTOL TOTERS 


It Also Unanimously Indorses 
Solicitor Genera] Hugh 
M. Dorsey. 


That the various locker clubs of the 
city be ingpected at frequent intervals 
by the police of the city in order to 
stop infringements of the laws against 
tippling, is the recommendation made 
by the December grand jury in its 
final report Thursday to Judge W. D. 
Ellis. 

The report followed an investigation 
of Sunday tippling made at the request 
of Judge Ellis, when he charged the 
jury. The grand jury declares that 
tippling is a growing evil, but that it 
can be stopped by the exercise of po- 
lice power. 

Dealt Most With Tippling. 


While the jury’s report had most to 


do with tippling in the clubs on Sun- 
day, Judge Ellis again stressed the 
fact that a private citizen may break 
the law by indulging in spirituous 
drinks in his home. The retiring jury 
commended the matter to the January 
grand jury for further investigation. 

Another matter of interest taken up 
by the grand jury was the relation of 
the “pistol-toter” and the murderer, 
and of the pawnbroker and the thief. 

Following an investigation, says the 
jury, its opinion is that there is a di- 
rect connection between the pawnbro- 
ker who buys stolen goods at a small 
price and the thief who secures them; 
and, also, that much crime is due to 
the fact that pistols are easily pro- 
curable. 

Wants Pistol-Toting Restricted. 

The jury recommends either that a 
law prohibiting the sale of pistols be 
passed, or that a high license restraint 
be placed upon the “pistol-toter.” 

In connection with the report on the 
pawnbrokers, the jury recommended 
that a law be passed making the 
pawnbroker liable for the receipt of 
stolen goods. P 

Considerable attention was devoted 
by the jury to the question of hand- 
ling law-breakers; and the jury gave 
as its opinion that the methods of 
handling first offenders is now such 
that some not fundamentally criminal 
are turned into hardened offenders, 


Praise fer Dorsey. 


A significant feature of the grand 
jury’s presentments, in view of the 
fact that a contcst is likely for the 
office of solicitor general of this cir- 
cult, is the unanimoug recommenda- 
tion of Solicitor General Hugh M. 
Dersey, to whom reference is made as 
follows: ' 

““In our work we have been under 
the direction of your honor and have 
been assisted by Solicitor General 
Hugh M. Dorsey. We desire to ex- 
press to you our appreciation of your 
consideration and counsel, and wish 
to testify as to the ability and dis- 
patch with which the solicitor general 
carries on the duties of his office and 
the very valuable assistance he has 
rendered us.” 

The jury again recommended the 
abolishment of the present system of 
justice courts and the establishment of 
a central court. In this connection, 
and related to his formal announce- 
ment of the vacancy created by Justice 
Bloodworth’s death, Judge Ellis re- 
minded the jury that the syste mmight 
be much improved by the selection of 


He commended the late 
Bloodworth as a man of high 
character, and urged that his succes- 
sor be chosen with care. 

This appointment, however, will de 
made by the January jury.

ful candidate for the office of com- 
missioner of labor. 

Two Statements Not Filed. 

Those who have not filed their ex- 
pense accounts are Colonel J. Pope 
Brown, the defeated candidate for gov- 
ernor, and Joseph’ McCarthy, the de- 
feated candidate for the office of com- 
missioner of labor. 

According. to the figures. submitted 
by the candidates it cost Governor 
Brown $4,137 to be elected. Of this 
amount Governor Brown contributed 
$3,137, and the present governor, John 
M. Slaton, contributed $1,000. 

It cost Judge Russell a total of $7,- 
069.90 to meet defeat. Of this amount 
Judge Russell contributed a little more 
than $4,¢00.

giving too much advantage on wet days 
to an inferior team, which, on a muddy 
field, he said, could nullify the most 
brilliant defense. 

In Regard to Forward Pass. 


In regard to the forward pass: he

“There is no question that under the 
present rules the development and 
skillful execution of the forward pass 
is one of the most important factors 
of an efficient attack.

EX-GOV. PATTERSON 
GETS DIPSOMANIAC SON 


Boy Will Be Taken to Tennes- 
see and Placed in an 
Asylum. 


Seattle, Wash., December 28.—A
